In claim 18, the section "cyclic compound selected from the group consisting of 
cyclopentane, cyclohexane, cycloheptane, monosaccharide, disaccharide, trisaccharide, 
tetrasaccharide, piperidine, tetrahydrothiopyran, 5-oxotetrahydrothiopyran, 5,5- 
dioxotetraphydrothiopyran, tetrahydroselenopyran, tetrahydrofuran, pyrrolidine, 
tetrahydrothiophene, 5-oxotetrahydrothiophene, 5,5-dioxotetrahydrothiophene, 
tetrahydroselenophene, benzene, cumene, mesitylene, naphthalene and phenanthrene, in which 

said cyclic compound" has been deleted and the phrase monosaccharide, in which said 

monosaccharide has been inserted therefor. 

In the specification, page 27 (2 nd paragraph), the sentence "The interaction is shown in 
figure 1" is deleted. 

In the specification, page 27 (3 nd paragraph, lines 4-5), the sentence "The interaction is 
further described in figure 2" is deleted. 

In the specification, page 27 (3 nd paragraph, line 8), the sentence "This interaction is 
further described in figure 3" is deleted. 
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Claims 29-58 (canceled). 

The drawings filed 01/20/04 and 08/07/03 are canceled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner has 
found claims 18-28 to be unobvious over the prior art of record and therefore to be allowable 
over the prior art of record. The present invention relates to a method of treating inflammatory 
conditions comprising administering to a mammal in need thereof an effective amount of a cyclic 
compound, a monosaccharide, which is substituted by at least three vicinal phosphorus 
containing radicals of given specific formula. The very relevant prior art document (US 
5,019,566) to this invention discloses a method of treating inflammatory conditions comprising 
administering to a mammal a cyclic compounds, inositol phosphates which contains at least three 
vicinal phosphorus of the given specific formula, but are not monosaccharides. Furthermore, the 
use of monosaccharides of the instant invention to treating inflammatory conditions is not 
suggested, nor is obvious over the prior art.
